2000  Honorary  Degree  Recipient 

Egon  Werthamer,  O.D. 

Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 


Dr.  Egon  Werthamer  was  bom  in  Vienna,  Austria  in  1925.  In  response  to  the 
Nazi  occupation  of  Austria,  his  family  immigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1939  when  Egon 
was  14  years  of  age.  He  attended  college  at  Brooklyn  College  in  New  York  to  study 
engineering  and  then  attended  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry  (now  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry),  graduating  in  1950  magna  cum  laude  and  as  class 
valedictorian. 

Dr.  Werthamer  began  his  practice  in  Baltimore  where  he  has  remained  in 
practice  for  50  years.  An  early  proponent  of  providing  eye  and  vision  care  for  low  income 
families,  he  initiated  programs  of  free  screenings  and  education  to  identify  those  who 
needed  care,  and  provided  his  services  mdependent  of  a  patient's  ability  to  pay.  He  also 
learned  sign  language  and  for  years  was  the  only  practitioner  in  Baltimore  providing  care 
to  the  hearing  impaired.  He  served  for  many  years  as  the  executive  director  of  the 
Optometnc  Center  of  Baltimore,  which  still  is  a  major  source  of  eye  care  for  the 
Baltimore's  indigent  population. 

Always  active  in  organized  optometry,  Dr.  Werthamer  was  instrumental  in 
securing  the  legislation  that  finally  included  optometrists  in  the  federal  Medicare  program. 
He  served  twice  as  president  of  the  Maryland  Optometric  Association  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American  Optometric  Association  from  1982  to  1986.  He 
was  elected  AOA  secretary-treasurer  in  1986.  An  early  proponent  of  blood  pressure 
screening  by  optometrists,  he  was  a  member  of  the  National  High  Blood  Pressure 
Coordinating  Committee  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  He  was  named  AOA-PAC's 
Keyperson  of  the  Year  in  1995  for  his  lobbying  efforts  on  behalf  of  optometry.  He  currently 
serves  on  the  AOA  Commission  on  Ophthalmic  Standards. 

Dr.  Werthamer  has  been  extremely  active  in  promoting  the  participation  of 
optometrists  in  the  public  health  arena.  A  long  time  member  of  the  Vision  Care  Section  of 
the  American  Public  Health  Association,  he  has  been  a  national  spokesman  and  advocate 
for  public  health  optometry.  His  efforts  were  recognized  in  1999  when  he  received  that 
organization's  Distinguished  Service  Award. 

Egon  Werthamer  represents  all  that  is  best  in  a  health  care  professional.  He  has 
combined  a  life-long  commitment  to  excellence  in  patient  care  with  compassion  for  the 
underserved  and  a  dedication  to  public  service.  He  brings  honor  and  distinction  to  our 
profession  and  our  College.

I  will  provide  professional  care  for  those  who  seek  my  services,  with  concern, 
with  compassion  and  with  due  regard  for  their  human  rights  and  dignity. 

I  will  place  the  treatment  of  those  who  seek  my  care  above  personal  gain  and 
strive  to  see  that  none  shall  lack  proper  care. 

I  will  hold  as  privileged  and  inviolable  all  information  entrusted  to  me  in 
confidence  by  my  patients. 

I  will  advise  my  patients  fully  and  honestly  of  all  which  may  serve  to  restore, 
maintain  or  enhance  their  vision  and  general  health. 

I  will  strive  continuously  to  broaden  my  knowledge  and  skills  so  that  my  patients 
may  benefit  from  all  new  and  efficacious  means  to  enhance  the  care  of  human  vision. 

I  will  share  information  cordially  and  unselfishly  with  my  fellow  optometrists 
and  other  professionals  for  the  benefit  of  patients  and  the  advancement  of  human 
knowledge  and  welfare. 

I  will  do  my  utmost  to  serve  my  community,  my  country  and  humankind  as  a 
citizen  as  well  as  an  optometrist. 

I  hereby  commit  myself  to  be  steadfast  in  the  performance  of  this  my  solemn  oath 
and  obligation.
